A recital on Tuesday evening by Walter 
Edward Howe, organist and director of music 
at Abbot Academy. introducing the recently 
enla organ in Davis Hall, was a brilliant 
occasion in Andover’s musical and social 
season. 

The importance and value of the gift by 
Mrs. Dorothy Davis Rimmer was empha- 
sized by the Honorable Marcus Morton, 
president of the Board of Trustees. He ex- 

ressed his pleasure in standing before an 
Andover audience and 5 ing words of 
appreciation in their behalf as well as in behalf 
of the trustees. Only a few years ago music 
was relegated to the rear of a school curricu- 
lum and only a few participated, but music 
is now recognized in all institutions of learn- 
ing as one of the fine arts in which all may 
have a part.

The Lawrence stands were more 
or less decided that it was only another close 
shave that the Lawrence team was en- 
countering. They had had several previously 
in the game when two Andover drop kicks 
narrowly missed their mark. But Quarter- 
back Crandall crossed up everything. He 
called for a trick criss-cross play, Crandall 
to Wheeler to Frigard, which completely 
baffled the Lawrence team and netted a 
score, Frigard falling across the line with 
three green jerseys hanging onto him like a 
drapery. , 

‘Ail Hirountt the game Andover showed it 
was alert and ready always to take advan- 
tage of opportunities. They burst in on two 
of Haphey’s kicks and intercepted a few of 
Lawrence’s forward passes, one in the fourth 
period which nearly resulted in another score, 
Richardson pulling the ball out of the air 
in his own territory to run 43 yards before he 
was forced out of bounds on Lawrence's 22- 
yard line. Two 5-yard penalties kept the 
team from scoring by rushing the ball, but 
they nearly completed another forward pass 
behind the line for a third score. Roe hurled 
one of his notable long passes. Barres got 
his hands on it but let it fall to the ground. 

Crandall played a great game for Andover. 
He was as linia asaneel. Time after time 
he broke through the line and circled the ends 
for long gains. 

Wheeler’s work in gaining ground also was 

effective. Richardson far outclassed Haphey 
in kicking, while he did his share in the 
zround-gaining. 
: The best looking player on the Lawrence 
team Saturday was not in the backfield, as 
has been the case in the games to date. He 
was just a “rookie” who had never played 
football until this season. His name is Lear- 
mouth, a real Scotchman playing left tackle. 
On a number of occasions he used his brute 
strength to burst through his opponents and 
pull down an Andover ball-carrier for a loss, 
while he also followed the ball with a keen 
eye, gathering in the oval several times when 
it became an orphan. 

Throughout the whole first period and 
during most of the game the ball was in 
Lawrence territory. A forward pass inter- 
cepted by an Andover player on the third 
play of the game put Lawrence in a hole. It 
gave Andover the ball on the Lawrence 
38-yard line, and they worked it to the 
17-yard stripe. Roe came back from the line 
and from the 30-yard line tried a drop kick 
that failed. 

Haphey kicked out to the 38-yard mark 
and Andover again worked the ball to the 
23-yard line before the age ended, 

On the first play of the second period Roe 
tried another drop kick, this time from the 
28-yard mark, but that too failed. It was 
short of its mark, After Lawrence found it 
difficult to make any headway Bob Heaphey 
was forced to kick again. The Andover over- 
hcal game came to the fore when Avery 
got under one of Roe’s long throws for a 
29-yard gain. Richardson went back this 
time to try for a drop, but it was wide, 

After three unsuccessful attempts to garner 
three points when within striking distance 
of the Lawrence goal line, Andover decided 
to rush the ball. They were put into scoring 
position by a fory yard, Roe to Avery, which 
netted 49 yards. This is when Crandall used 
all his craft to advantage, calling for a criss- 
cross play in which Frigard carried out for 
a touchdown, circling the Lawrence right 
wing. 

Following the score Lawrence elected to 
kick to Andover. Frigard carried the ball 
and was downed on the 37-yard line. From 
there Crandall circled the end for a 13-yard 
gain, and thrusts at the line brought it to 
the Lawrence 46-yard line. Richardson 
kicked to Lee on the 14-yard mark and Lee 
was downed in his tracks. T.awrence found 
it utterly impossible to gain by rushing. The 
backfield was thrown for losses and the ball 
was on the 9-yard line when the period ended. 

Captain Haphey was standing on his own 
goal line in the first play of the fourth period. 
What happened is told above. On both 
occasions of scores Richardson kicked the 
goal for the extra point. : 

Lawrence's spread formation at this late 
stage of the game was their most e.ective. 
They made their only two first downs by 
forward passes. the second one aided by a 
5-yard penalty inflicted on Andover. Ando- 
ver made eight first downs. 

In the second period of the game Avery 
took the ball out of Hapehy’s hands as the 
latter was about to heave a forward pass, 
and ran across the Lawrence goal line, pre- 
sumably for a touchdown, but Referee 
Twomey ruled that the ball had traveled one 
inch forward and it was an incompleted for- 
ward pass.

To elect a 
Democratic Senator would be no less 
than to say that Massachusetts does not 
care what happens to its industries, that 
it would prefer a Senator whose party 
advocates a low tariff policy.

Guild, the churches and other private 
organizations, 

Mr. Kelso emphasized the fact that relief 
agencies should consider their obligation to 
the community as a whole, rather than con- 
centrating on a few clients. The overlapping 
of work not only wastes money but may 
create paupers. A central council, properly 
administered, helps to solve this problem 
without destroying or submerging the 
methods or identity of any organization. 
Its purpose is not administrative but rather 
to be a clearing-house service. The com- 
munity should be considered as a unit and 
the social organizations as contributing 
agencies. The only requirements for success- 
fully carrying on such a council are the 
will to do it, the public spirit to stick to the 
task, and the courage to recognize other 
people’s point of view. i 

Dr. Champion expressed the opinion that 
Andover, as far as the health situation was 
concerned, was well equipped with a Board 
of Health nurse, a district nurse, a school 
nurse, and a dental nurse. He felt that the 
overlapping of agencies came from a lack of 
knowledge and that a central council would 


Miss Church of the Lawrence City mission, 
expressed her appreciation of the work of the 
Guild and the Red Cross, adding that only 
six cases had been referred to her during the 
past year. ; 

A general discussion followed which was 
helpful and enlightening. The sentiment of 
the meeting was unanimously in favor of the 
establishment of a clearing house, and the 
making of a card catalogue, in which cases 
might be listed for reference.

Russian Symphonic Choir 
An audience numbering eleven hundred 
gathered at the George Washington hall last 
Saturday evening, attracted by the Russian 
Symphonic choir, which aroused so much 
enthusiasm by its appearance in Andover 
last season, and by the opportunity of being 


an encore to Lvovsky’s “Lord, Have Mercy” 
and the Chechoslovakian Dance Song. 

The program was the same as that given 
ia Symphony, hall on Boston, on Sunday 
evening, on which the Boston Transcript 
comments as follows: 


At Symphony hall last evening the deft 
and versatile Mr. Kibalchich and his Russian 
symphonic choir gave another of their pro- 
grams of choral music, mostly Russian, and 
listed under the three staid headings of 
liturgical, classic and folk. The concert did 
not vary materially from those in the past 
season, with the exception of the interesting, 
though not altogether happy, arrangement 
of the andante of Beethoven’s Fifth Sym- 
phony for choral ensemble. 

Mr. Kibalchich uses his singers as the 
instruments of an orchestra. But it demands 
a suaver body of voices then some of his 
sopranos to substitute for the string choir. 
This harshness is still the only fault of his 
band, an ensemble of an amazing flexibility 
and technical virtuosity. Their strong point 
is the male choir, whose singing was especially 
effective in the Dargeonizhsky fragment from

Bennie Pechesky, teamster, and 
Peter Gaudette of 31 Chandler street, with 
15-year-old George Ellsey and his si ter, 
Teresa, 13, both Bruce school pupils, testi- 
fied in substance that the accident which 
resulted in the Abrahams girl’s death was due 
to no fault of Brown, who was oper ing a 
Ford sedan which struck the child. 

It was testified that a peddler’s wagon was 
at right angles to the roadway and across the 
street stood another wagon. Between them 
Brown had to worm his way. While he was 
doing so, the Abrahams girl darted from the 
sidewalk and fell to the paved roadway. 
Motor Vehicle Supervisor Dillon stated he 
examined the brakes on Brown’s car and 
found them satisfactory and the machine in 
good condition. 

Judge Mahoney suggested to Capt. M. A.
